Foreclosure Suit Filed on Sands 


INDIO — A suit asking possible 
foreclosure of a chattel mortgage 
against the Palm Springs Sands 
Hotel was filed in Superior Court 
here W ednesday for John W. Wil­ 
liams and his 
wife, 
Helen, 
of 
Palm Springs. 
The suit seeks payment of prin­ 
cipal and interest of $452,399 re­ 
portedly due on a second m ort­ 
gage held by Williams, which is 


reportedly in default by $42,292. 
Williams suit, filed against hotel 
operator Doran May, his wife L. 
Diane May, the Bank of America, 
National Trust and Savings Asso­ 
ciation, and 20 John Does, asked 
payments of the entire balance of 
an original $480,896 second trust 
deed, according to the complaint. 
Williams and his wife made the 
trust deed agreement with May on 


Nov. 1. 1960 for household furni­ 
ture. 
furnishings, 
fixtures a n d 
equipm ent and the trade nam e of 
the Palm Springs Pueblo at 1983 
N. Palm Canyon Drive. T he hotel 
name was c h a n g e d to Palm 
Springs Sands during M ay's op­ 
eration. 
May 
recently 
received 
city zoning change approval for 
a three-story wing addition at the 
Sands. 


While the Palm Springs City Council fiddled Monday 
night and all the preceding months through April, a $10 
million proposed development for downtown Palm Springs 
went up in smoke. Not only were the Alexander develop­ 
ers burned enough to puH out finally but the majority of 
the community at large is burned, too. 


After months of delay and punitive restrictions follow­ 
ing the council’s initial approval in principle, three coun­ 
cilman Monday night voted again to impose further 
restrictions. Mayor Bogcrt and Councilman Ceorge Beebe 
dissented to give stunt semblance of proportion and dig­ 
nity to the meeting, but were outvoted. 


By its action, the council lost for the community it 
purportedly serves, an eight story hotel and a HHX) seat 
Comention center, pin* the distinctive shops in the plans. 
It lost, too, the profercd gift of a right of way through 
the property for the north south extension of Belardo 
Road which would have provided major alleviation of the 
downtown traffic congestion. 


These have gone up in smoke. But equally, and p e r­ 
haps more important, is the effect this entire affair is g o in g 


t o have on the thinking of those who contemplate future 
investments in the community. 


Why should they subject themselves to this treatment? 
In the normal community, a man with an idea a n d 
the money to back it, can get a welcome from city govern­ 
ment and assistance from the city staff in helping to iron 
out any problems which might arise. 


Here, apparently, the city council is more expert in 
the details of planning and building than its own profes­ 
sional stalf, let alone the developers. 


In meetings, which drag o n until two and three o'clock 


in the morning, the council p o n tific a te s on details ot c o n ­ 
struction and architecture — so m u c h concrete here, so 
manv trees there, a dab of p a in t h e re a n d a ch a n g e d fro n t 
elevation there. They a p p a re n tly either wish to co n v ey , 


o r believe their constituents e x p ec t, expertness in all field s. 


The net result is that th e y d isco u rag e not only a p p li­ 


c a n t investment capital, b u t the v e ry city professional 


s ta lf which is trained, c o m p e te n t a n d p a id to handle su ch 


details. 
. 
To perpetuate this n o n sen se , th e city council re ­ 


fu se d last year to allow th e v o te rs to choose b e tw e e n 
present chaos and a change to a fiv e-m an council e le cte d 


a t large. A majority of the council is still a d am an t in th a t 


decision. 


But th is trem endous loss to the co m m u n ity , c o u p le d 
with p ast rebuffs, m ay w ell force a b u rn e d citizen ry to 
take th e initiative ro u te a n d force the issue on th e b allo t. 


At th a t tim e, th ey m ay well also co n sid er no t only 


th e fo rm at of th eir council, but its m em b ersh ip .

Republican faces were long, the expres­ 
sions glum, after the last Presidential election. 
Even though Mr. Kennedy had won by an 
almost non-existent margin-well under 200,­ 
000 popular votes-the future, from the GOP's 
conning tower, looked bleak. In recent times 
all Presidents have been reelected to second 
terms with comparative ease, and Franklin 
Roosevelt, of course, successfully went to the 
post four times. 
This pessimism was reflected in the atti­ 
tudes of Republican Presidential possibilities 
for 196-1. They all started looking away and 
announcing plans and policies that had no 
connection with the mansion whose address 
Is 1600 Pennsylvania Avenue, Washington, 
D.C. There was a good deal of talk to the 
effect that the COP might just go through 
the motions in 1964, putting up an expendable 
candidate whose chances would be nil, and 
devote its real energies and resources toward 
building for 1968. 
This is not true any longer. As just about 
nil qualified observers of the national scene 
are saying-whatover their own political faiths 
and affiliations—Republican hopes are soar­ 
ing. and a sizeable black cloud of pessimism 
and worry has moved to the other side of the 
aisle. In other words, Mr. Kennedy no longer 
looks like a cinch in 1964. Nor does it look 
as if the Democratic party is almost sure to 
have things pretty much its own way in this 
year’s Congressional elections. 
Several reasons have resulted in that atti­ 
tude. Time will tell whether or not they are 
salid, but they exist. One is a feeling that Mr. 
Kennedy’s eloquent words have not been 
matched by deeds-that he has been a poor 
performer after the stage was brilliantly 
set. Another is that he often has accepted bad 
advice, from men who are out of key with the 
needs and wishes of the country, and that 
this is reflected in the current restless attitude 
of the electorate. A third-and by far the 
most important, in the light of practical poli- 
tics-has been the legislative disaster his 
program has encountered. 
Whether you are for Mr. Kennedy or 
against Mr. Kennedy, the record speaks for 
itself. A box score: 
The White House placed a stack of blue 
chips on the proposal to create a Cabinet- 
level Department of Urban Affairs. It died 
in Congress. 


Federal aid to education has high Admi­ 
nistration priority. The chance of a bill being 
released to the floor for a vote is exceedingly 
remote. The responsible Committee will in 
all probability, see to that and the consensus 
is that the bill would be defeated anyway. 
The Administration went all-out for the 
farm bill. It is no secret in Washington that 
extremely heavy pressure was applied to 
Congressmen whose position was uncertain. 
The bill was defeated in the House, and is 
dead, for this year at least. 
But the worst blow of all came on July 
1 1. The Administration bad saved its biggest 
guns for the medicare bill, providing for medi­ 
cal benefits for all persons drawing Social 
Security payments. When it became clear that 
the original bill was doomed, a compromise 
plan was substituted, though it was still 
based on the Social Security approach to 
the problem. Action was delayed until leaders 
felt the bill bad a good chance. They were 
wrong. The Senate killed it. 
On the same day the House voted down 
a new proposal for production of electric 
power at the Hanford, Washington, nuclear 
reactor plant by a group of public utility dis­ 
tricts. This was not an Administration “must" 
measure, but it did have Administration back­ 
ing. Last year a bill for federal generation 
at the same site was defeated. 
This series of Administration losses cannot 
be attributed solely to Republican solidarity. 
The Democrats have heavy majorities in both 
branches- of Congress. But the Administration 
has been unable to firm the Democratic lines, 
and large numbers of its party memln-rs have 
voted in opposition t measures on which great 
prestige and authority were gambled. 
A major change may take place between 
now and 1964, and the hopes of the GOP for 
making heavy gains in this year's Congres­ 
sional Contest—including, even, control of the 
House-may prove groundless. Politics, after 
all, is an art, not a science, and the arts tend 
to unpredictability. But the hopes are there, 
and we will see some lively maneuvering 
in both camps. An unusually interesting bit 
of political warfare is taking place in Repub­ 
lican councils where Conservative Senator 
Goldwater and Liberal Governor Rockefeller 
are jockeying for position. But that is another 
story.

of Attorney General Kennedy, 
speculates that this letter may 
loose upon President Kennedy a 
swarm of unforeseen and noxious 
troubles. 
Mollenhoff recalls that a simi­ 
lar gag-decision by President Ei­ 
senhower, used to prevent Sena­ 
tor McCarthy from questioning 
• Department of Araff 


senhower used the same method 
as Mr. Kennedy later used—a 
letter to his Secretary of De­ 
fense, Charles Wilson — to pre­ 
vent a Pentagon subordinate, 
John Adams, from testifying be­ 
fore a Senate committee. Mr. 
Eisenhower wrote in part: 
" . . . because it is not in the 
public interest that any of their 
(the subordinates) conversations 
or communications, or any docu­ 
ments or reproductions . . . be 
disclosed, you will instruct em­ 
ployees of your Department . . . 
not to testify . . . This principle 
must be maintained regardless 
of who would benefit buy such 
disclosure." 
The deadly parallels in the 
Eisenhower and Kennedy posi­ 
tions are self-evident. Mollen­ 
hoff goes on to show, in lethal 
detail, how Eisenhower adminis­ 
trators used these instructions 
on no less than 17 occasions to 
jump behind "executive privil­ 
ege" when their mistakes in 
judgment or actions were about 
to be exposed. Many but not all 
Democratic Liberals o{ the day 


(Senators Symington and Jack­ 
son were honorable exceptions) 
and much of the liberal press, 
in the author's phrase, "had de­ 
veloped an attitude that any­ 
thing that is bad for Joe Mc­ 
Carthy is good for the country." 
Time of Proof at Hand 
This s o r t of "justification" 
came up again last winter when 
it seemed that nobody except 
Radical Rightists, like General 
Walker and Senator Strom Thur­ 
mond, would be much miffed by 
"muzzling the military.” 
Perhaps Mr. Kennedy's in ­ 
structions to McNamara was in­ 
tended to be an isolated instance, 
not applicable to all investiga­ 
tions. But with the Billie Sol Estes 
case still unresolved, and with 
criticism mounting on m a n y 
fronts against the present Ad­ 
ministration. a time of proof 
may be at hand. 
Mollenhoff is not a negative 
gadfly. He shows thst. contrary 
to common opinion, which has 
been misled by official mis­ 
statements, there is no historical 
justification in alleged examples 
of how George Washington and 
Thomas Jefferson set precedent 
by hiding behind "executive pri­ 
vilege." 
He proposes a permanent cure 
for official cover-up. In the ab­ 
sence of specific laws for with­ 
holding information, the author 
says, all officials except the 
President himself should be ob­ 
ligated to explain all their ac­ 
tions to Congress and the Gen­ 
eral Accounting Office. 
The book is as good as a Con­ 
gressional investigation, and it 
deserves wide public and offi­ 
cial attention.

First All-American Team 
As a student at Yale Divinity 
School. Stagg was a member of 
the 
first 
All-American 
football 
team selected by W alter Camp in 
1889. 
Stagg stayed with football after 
graduation and gained his f i r s t 
fame as gridiron coach at the Uni­ 
versity of Chicago. 
His Midway 
teams gained national fame which 
reached its pinnacle when one of 
them snapped Coach Fielding H. 
Yost's point - a - minute sway at 
Michigan U. The Wolverines had 
run up 495 points while blanking 
opponents in 12 straight games 
when they encountered Chicago and 
Stagg. Stagg won, 2 to 0. That 
was 57 years ago this fall. 


Coaches COP 
Stagg was automatically retired 
by the age lim it at Chicago in 
1933, but made mockery of the 
age limit when he came west, 
71 years old, to coach the College 
of the Pacific, then a noboddy in 
the football world. COP won its 
first game after Stagg took over, 
also its first game in a long, long 
time. Ten years later his COP 
team downed U CLA, 
California 
and St Mary’s, among others and 
gave USC a big scare

He was 81 years old then.
